The San Francisco Chrouicle says the 


Eepablicana of the State of Yiigima 
have formulated the best and most 
forcible presentation of the case ot the 
people of the "United States against the 
Democratic party which has yet ap- 
peared, and it is especially strong be- 
cause it is literally and exactly true 
There is no attempt at fierce denuncia- 
tion of that party .or its leader, no florid 
rhetoric or glowing phrases, nothing to 
stir lip any excitement or create any 
fictitious hostility, bnt a calm, deliberate, 
well ordered presentation of facta, from 
•which every one can draw his own con- 
clusions; and that but one conclusion 
oan be drawn, namely, the inefficiency 
of the Democratic party aud Cleveland's 
Administration to govern the country 
wisdy and prudently only shows the 
abiolnte impregnability of the position 
and the value of the facts stated. 
1 Eeferring to the planks in the plat- 
form of the Virginia Democratic Con- 
vention indorsing Cleveland and in the 
next breath demanding the repeal of 
the internal revenue laws, this address 
points out that the two things are in- 
consistent and insincere, as it is known 
that th«i President was opposed to such 
a measure. Secretary Manning square- 
ly opposed any redaction of taxes im- 
posed oa tobacco, fruit distillation anc! 
whiaky, and President Cleveland ap- 
proved the views and recommendations 
of his Secretary. 


"That Cleveland's Adminiatration is 


a bitter disappointment to the managers 
of the Democratic party of Virginia" 
says the address, "is attested by loud 
and deep complaints. It may be thai 
the Democratic managers sincerely wish 
the repeal of the internal revenue sys- 
tem, but when they declare for the re- 
peal of the system as part of the Demo- 
cratic faith they are guilty of efforts to 
deceive the people.

jority of the

Congress, 


speaking in accordance with the views 
of President Cleveland, has given an un- 
mistakable response on behalf of the 
Democratic party." 


The declaration just quoted that inter- 


nal revenue is held as a hostage to com- 
pel the overthrow of the Republican 
policy of protection, is deserving of con- 
sideration. The suggestion is a novel 
one, bnt the more it is weighed, the 
more probable does the solution appear. 
It has been a constant source of wonder 
what reason the Democratic party conld 
have for violating its most solemn 
pledges to do away with the war taxes, 
which the Democratic National Conven- 
tion stigmatized as useless, onerous and 
unjust; but, viewed in the tight of tbia 
declaration, it becomes entirely clear.

It 
should be read by all who are indulging 
in the fond though ignorant delusion that 
the Democratic Administration is doing 
w«ll for the country, and .especially by 
those who, like George William Curtis, 
ore Cleveland's worshipers, but whose 
idolatry rests on very slight foundations.

HI* Views on the Jlext Rational 


Election— X«v»Ml»'s Prosperity— 
H«r AfiTienltare and Mln^a. 


The following interview appeared in 


the Los Angeles Tribune of the 13th 
inst: 


Governor C. C. Stevenson, of Nevada, 


is in the city, looking after his large in- 
terests in Southern California. A re- 
porter for the Tribune found him last 
evening in conversation with Mr. "Wil- 
liam Hardy of San Francisco. 
Gover- 


nor Stevenson is a man in the prime of 
life, of fine presence, and distinguished 
bearing. He is the present Governor of 
Nevada. He greeted the reporter with 
cordiality, and remarked that his friend, 
Mr. J. W. Maddrill, who was for years 
State Printer of Nevada, was one of 
the proprietors of the Tribune, con- 
gratulated the paper upon the fact. 
The Governor was asked his opinion of 
the present status of tha political field. 


"Well," said he, "lam a Blame man 


first, last and all the time. There is no 
question that Blaine will receive the 
nomination. If the convention were 
held this month be -would be nominated 
by acclamation. Unless there is some 
grave chance before next June, Blaine 
will be the Republican candidate and he 
will be elected, too, over any man that 
the Democrats can put up. Nevada's 
opinions and sentiments are mine also. 
Yes air, Blaine is the next President." 


"Whom will the Democrats put in 


nomination?" 


"Cleveland of course; but he has no 


chance whatever. I think the ticket 
will be Cleveland and Hill, i have no 
doubt that the matter is already arranged . 
Hill will let Cleveland have the nomina- 
tion this time on the condition that he 
shall have it next. Hill is yet a young 
man. 
He oan afford to wait. " 


"How is Nevada getting on? Is there 


any likelihood that she will adjourn 
ond disband. 


"Not much. Nevada is glowing in 


population and wealth.- Why, she is 
in better condition to-day, financially, 
than California. We don't owe a dol- 
lar, except to our own school fuud, and 
when we want any money we borrow it 
from the school fund. Our population 
is much larger than it was in 1880. 
The new census will show great gains. 
The figure in '80 was over 60,000. Ne- 
vada io a great State. Her agricultural 
interests are far more important and 
valuable thau her mines. Why, during 
the past eight months of last year we 
shipped over a thousand carloads of 
potatoes, the finest in the world. No 
irrigation is used, so the potatoes are 
dry and mealy, not like the watery ones 
that you raise. We produce alfalfa 
such as can be raised nowhere else. 
Our cattle interests are very extensive. 
Nearly all the beef that San Francisco 
consumes comes from Nevada. Our 
State land is rapidly being bought. It 
sells from $1 26 to $2 50 an acre." 


"I believe Governor, that you were 


the first one to successfully work low 
grade ores. Is that so?" 


"Yes, I believe I was. Some time 


ago, when the mining furore was upon 
us, the men that were working the 
mines had an idea that the deeper one 
got the richer the ore was. Thus it 
came about that the surface oroppicgs 
were entirely neglected. I thought I 
saw a chance. So I bought up all the 
ore in the Empire mine above the 500 
level for $45,000 and had five years in 
which to pay. I worked hard and 
made money out of it. Then I bought 
into other mines. One day I was stand- 
ing at the shaft of the Consolidated Vir- 
ginia mine, when old John Mackay 
came up and showed me some of the 
ore. 
I did'nt think it amounted to 


much, and refused Mackay 'a offer to 
sell some of the stock, though I could 
have had it for $5. I always regretted 
that day, for very soon the stock went 
up to $50. That is one of my mining 
experiences. The mines I am working 
now show in the ore about 40 per cent. 
of gold. It costs about $12 a ton to 
mill it. Yes, I like Los Angeles very 
much. I suppose that is expected. 
Good evening.

and 
Williston, Vermont;

In 1845 he moved to his present home 
at Paw Paw Grove, Lee county, Illinois. 
He is by occupation a farmer. He cele- 
brated his one hundredth birthday last 
December, on which occasion a large 
company of neighbors and friends as- 
sembled' and presented him with one 
hundred silver dollars, and later in the 
day eighteen silver dollars more. He 
sat for the picturs mentioned on April 
1st of this year, at which time he was 
hale and hearty, and his mental faculties 
well preserved, and he seemed strong 
and vigorous enough to reach another 
birthday.
